Doors — Are  constructed  with  an  overlapping  door  plate  and  a  three  stepped  door  frame  having 
a  continuous  tongue  and  groove  with  an  interlocking  flange  at  the  rear.  The  tongue  on  the 
door  frame  fits  perfectly  into  the  groove  on  the  safe.  This  overlapping  door  plate  and  inter¬ 
locking  feature  reduces  to  a  minimum  the  warping  and  the  buckling  of  the  doors  when  sub¬ 
jected  to  fire  or  water.

Insulation — The  illustrations  show 
clearly  the  Security  system  of 
insulation.  It  consists  of : 

First,  the  Security  fire-proof 
compound.  This  is  a  mixture  of 
substances  that  are  heat-resisting 
to  the  highest  degree. 

Second,  this  is  spread  heavily  upon  large  sheets  of  5-ply  thick  high-grade  air  cell  asbestos 
which  are  carefully  cemented  together  after  being  placed  inside  the  outer  wall.  Thus  the 
interior  of  the  safe  is  protected  at  every  point  by  this  system  of  insulation  which,  in  actual 
test  in  the  laboratory  and  in  actual  conflagrations,  has  proven  its  superiority  over  other 
types  of  construction. 

Third,  between  this  wall  of  insulation  and  the  inner  steel  wall  of  the  safe  is  a  confined  dead 
air  space.  This  provides  additional  protection  and  prevents  the  concentration  of  heat  units 
at  any  one  point  through  their  distribution  throughout  the  entire  air  body.

Of  equal  importance  with  the  fire-proofing  of  a  safe  is  the  adjustability  of  the  interior.  Old 
style  safes,  in  fact  modern  heavy  wall  safes,  are  fitted  with  fixed  interiors  of  shelves,  partitions, 
files,  etc.  Once  installed,  it  takes  a  mechanic  to  change  them.

The  use  of  steel  or  wood  horizontal  sections  in  safes  was  a  big  step  in  advance,  but  these 
sections  take  up  valuable  safe  room  and  do  not  permit  of  a  wide  variety  of  interiors. 

Our  system  is  simply  this:  Shelves  run  from  side  to  side  of  safe.  These  may  be  moved  up  or 
down  on  centers.  The  partitions  come  in  various  heights,  as  shown,  and  slip  into  holes  in  the 
shelves.  Thus  any  desired  opening  in  height  or  width  may  be  created. 

With  our  system  you  can  have  as  many  or  as  few  files  as  you  need  and  change  their  location  at 
any  time,  or  add  other  files,  one  at  a  time,  as  you  actually  need  them. 
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Method  of  Installing  Adjustable  Interior  Devices  in 

Security  Steel  Office  Safes 


The  simplicity  of  design  and  adaptability  of  Security  Steel 
adjustable  safe  interiors  is  such  that  the  filing  devices  and  partitions 
can  be  installed  and  rearranged  by  the  average  office  clerk.  Security 
Safes  are  equipped  with  an  inside  steel  body,  the  sides  and  back  of 
which  are  perforated  from  top  to  bottom  with  adjustment  holes  on 

centers  for  the  accommodation  of  shelves.  All  shelves  are  equipped 
with  two  steel  lugs  on  the  back  formation,  that  fit  into  the  adjustment 
holes  at  the  back  of  the  safe.  The  sides  of  the  shelves  are  perforated 
at  the  front  for  a  bolt  which  fits  into  the  adjustment  holes  on  the 
side  of  the  safe. 

The  shelves  are  perforated  on  the  top  and  are  notched  on  the 
underneath  formation  at  the  front  and  at  the  back,  from  side  to  side, 
with  adjustment  holes  apart,  for  the  accommodation  of  vertical 
partitions. 

The  partitions  are  made  in  varying  heights  from  to  2034" 

corresponding  to  the  heights  of  the  various  filing  devices.  The  par¬ 
titions  can  also  be  used  for  dividing  the  safe  into  pigeon  holes  or  open 
storage  spaces.  All  partitions  are  made  with  two  lugs  on  the  bottom 
located  at  the  front  and  rear.  In  setting  the  partition  in  place,  first 
determine  the  width  of  the  filing  device  or  storage  opening  desired, 
then  place  partition  into  the  notches  on  the  bottom  of  the  upper  shelf, 
and  drop  the  lugs  into  the  adjustment  holes  on  the  lower  shelf. 

The  filing  device  can  be  inserted  into  the  opening  created  for  it 
by  the  shelves  and  partitions.  It  will  fit  perfectly  into  this  opening.
